COOLIDGE ADAMANT 
UN ABSOLUTE VETO 


Bans Compromise With 
Powers on 5th Senate 
Reservation. 


SENATORS IN ERROR 
ON COUNCIL VOTING 


Provision for Majority Action 
on Advisory Opinions Over- 
looked in Protocol Debate. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

President Coolidge will accept no 
compromise with the League of Na- 
tion powers over the meaning of 
the Senate’s reservations to the ad- 
herence of the United States to the 
world court protocol. This was 
stated unequivocally by the White 
House spokesman yesterday. 

Not only will the President refuse 
to consider any change in the reser- 
vations but he will not agree with 
the reported Geneva interpretation 
that the meaning of reservation No. 
5 is to grant to the United States 
the same rights which are granted to 
members of the league. 

This reservation, the White House 
spokesman explained, is to the effect 
that the United States has the right 
to prevent an advisory opinion being 
given to the league council by the 
court in any matter which affects 
the United States or in which the 
United States claims an interest. 
The President does not think there 
is anything in that reservation 
which says that the United States 
is to have the same rights as any 
member of the league. 

Differs With Senators. 

The effect of the White House 
spokesman’s statement is to crys- 
tallize the marked difference of 
viewpoint between the President 
and the league powers over the res- 
ervations and at the same time to 
now make it clear that Mr. Cool- 
idge’s conception of reservation No. 
5 is diametrically opposite from the 
conception which senators Walsh, 
Swanson, Lenroot and other lead- 
ers in the Senate world court battle 
had of the meaning of this reserva- 
tion. , 

It now develops that Senator 
Swanson, who took the lead in 
drawing up the reservations, and 
Senators Walsh and Lenroot, who 
explained the reservations to the 
Senate, were ignorant of the all 
important fact that the league coun- 
cil does not always vote by unanim- 
ity in cases where advisory opinions 
are under consideration. They over- 
looked the fact, which the league 
council and the court .members 
have now emphasized, that there is 
nothing in the court statutes to bar 
majority votes instead of unani- 
mous votes as prerequisites to ac- 
tion by the council. Consequently, 
the effect of reservation No. 5 is to 
permit the United States to have a 
veto power over all members of the 
council, which veto power no other 
nation would have. The reservation 
thus would give the United States 
special rights over all other nations 
and not the same rights enjoyed by 
members of the league. And, con- 
versely, to accept tl the league inter-

NEW ANGLE STRUCK 
IN DAUGHERTY TRIAL 


Former Aid to the Attorney 
General Tells of Advice 
He Gave Dulles. 


New -¥ork, Sept. 21 (By A. P.). 
Through a woman witness called 
five minutes before court adjourned 
the government today struck from 
a new angle in the conspiracy trial 
of Harry M. Daugherty and Thomas 
W. Miller. 

Miss Edith Haworth, of Wash- 
ington, a clerk in the alien prop- 
erty custodian’s office, was the 
witness. She identified documents 
that tended to show that 59 days 
before the claims of Richard Mer- 
ton, German metal magnate acting 
as agent for the Societe Suisse pour 
Valeura de Metaux, for shares of 
the American Metals Co., valued 
at $7,000,000, were recommended 
by Miller and approved by Daugh- 
erty, a claim by a neutral and by 
an American for part of the same 
shares was denied without the pa- 
pers in the case being taken from 
the files of the alien property cus- 
todian’s office. 

The rejection claim was filed in 
December, 1920, by Julian B. Beaty, 
of New York, and Edward Greu- 
tert, of Basle, Switzerland, as rec- 
ord owners of the shares. Beaty 
was vice president and treasurer 
of the American Metals Co. They 
claimed twenty shares. 

Entry Is Identified. 

Miss Haworth identified an entry 
in the claim register of the Alien 
Property Custodian’s office and a 
file card that revealed the claim 
had not been removed from the 
file prior to its rejection on August 
2, 1921. It was on September 30, 
1921, that Miller handed Merton 
checks for $6,453,979.97 at a cham- 
pagne dinner at the Ritz Carlton 
hotel here. The remainder of the 
property value, which totalled 
$6,997,979.97, was sent to Merton 
by post in Liberty Loan bonds. On 
April 19, 1921, Merton’s testimony 
showed, he talked to Miller about 
his claims and met him again, about 
the time Beaty filed the claim in 
behalf of Greutert. 

It was from the Liberty bonds that 
Merton, according to his testimony, 
paid John T. King, former national 
committeeman from Connecticut 
$391,000 as a commission for speed- 
ing payment of the claims. King, 
Merton said, had previously been 
paid $50,000 as a retainer.

Westbury, N. Y., Sept. 21 (By A. 
P.).—Disaster struck down the 
giant Sikorsky biplane S-35 within 
two minutes after its attempted 
hop-off today for a nonstop flight 
from New York to Paris. 

A mass of twisted wreckage and 
the charred bodies of Charles W. 
Clavier, radio operator, and Jacob 
Eslamoff, mechanic, tonight were 
the tragic aftermath of what was 
to have been one of the most dar- 
ing ventures ever attempted in the 
history of aviation. 

Capt. Rene Fonck, commander 
for the flight, and Lieut. Lawrence 
William Curtin, U. S. N., navigator, 
saved their lives by scrambling 
from the plane an instant before 
it burst into flames. 


Unable to Take Air. 


The flight. which it had been 
hoped would take Capt. Fonck and 
his three intrepid companions on 
a 3,600-mile trip across the Atlan- 
tic ended in tragedy when the mon- 
ster airplane, carrying a record 
weight of 28,000 pounds, was un- 
able to lift itself from the ground 
and crashed into an embankment on 
Roosevelt field. 


There was an instant flare of

lowed to the sky. Trapped inside 
the cabin of the plane, Clavier and 
Islamoff perished almost instantly. 

A crowd of more than 1,000 that 
had cheered the fliers two minutes 
before stood helplessly by, awe- 
struck and unable even to attempt 
a rescue of the two trapped men, 
while the 2,300 gallons of gasoline 
in the plane’s huge tanks burned 
with the intensity of an inferno. 
Eighteen months of work in build- 
ing an expected superplane for 
strength and endurance in long dis- 
tance flying had gone up in smoke 
within fifteen minutes after the 
craft had roared down the field. 
More than $100,000 had. been spent 
in building the craft and America 
and France were to have shared in 
the laurels, had its flight been suc- 
cessful. 

Exact Cause in Doubt. 


The exact cause of the disaster 
may never be known. A slightly 
unfavorable wind was conceded to 
have handicapped the  heavily- 
weighted biplane in its attempted 
take-off, but wrecking of the plane’s 
rear landing gears when it passed 
over a rough spot near the end of 
the runway was given as the imme- 
diate cause. Unable, because of 
this drag to accelerate its speed 
sufficiently to rise into the air,. the

PENSACOLA LOSS IS HEAVY, 
BUT GALE TAKES NO LIVES; 
MIAMI BAY YIELDS BODIES 


Pajamas, Bathrobes and Bathing Suits Replaced 
by More Complete Attire as Relief Crews 
Restore Some Order on East Coast. 


Miami, Fla., Sept. 21 (By A. P.). 
At least 400 dead, 150 or more 
missing, 5,000 injured and 560,000 
homeless—this was the known sum 
tonight of human life and suf- 
fering in cities and towns along 
Florida’s southeastern coast in the 
tropical hurricane. 

At Miami the death total in- 
creased as Biscayne bay gave up 
more of its dead. Authorities said 
the list probably would reach 250, 
although it was around 200 tonight. 
Hospitals and Red Cross stations 
here treated more than 3,000 in- 
jured during the day, many of them 
only slightly hurt. 

At Hollywood the list of known 
dead was 32, with possibly 8 other 
bodies to be brought in and with 
70 persons listed as missing. Ear- 
lier reports had included many of 
the missing as definitely dead and 
the total had been announced as 
75 known dead. 

It is believed now that many of 
those missing fled into the interior 
when the first hurricane approach- 
ed, and while many possibly per- 
ished, it is regarded as more likely 
that they were'only injured. There 
were about 250 injured listed at 
Hollywood today and slightly more 
than 200 of them were definitely lo- 
cated and treated. A score or more 
at Hollywood were listed as seri- 
ously injured. 

Fort Lauderdale’s death list re- 
mained at 11, but the list of seri- 
ously injured increased to 300° as 
the interior sections were reached 
and the victims brought in. Of 
the seriously injured, probably a 


score will not survive. There are 
500 others less seriously hurt in 
the Fort Lauderdale, Floranada 
and Progresso neighborhood. The 
Red Cross .relief stations were 
crowded with injured and refugees. 

Reports from other localities in- 
dicated little change in the death 
list with the exception of Dania 
and Davie, both of which reported 
several additional bodies had been 
located, but could not be removed 
until high waters receded and bro- 
ken trees were removed and tan- 
gled underbrush was cut away. The 
injured from these sections con- 
tinued to increase. 

The threat of sickness and pos- 
sible epidemic which threatened 
yesterday as the result of lack of 
sanitary drainage and sewage meth- 
ods was dissipated today by the 
arrival of additional relief trains 
bearing necessary medicines, 
toxins and badly needed chlorine, 
lime and formaldehyde. 

Relief trains brought medicines, 
clothing and food, passenger and 
freight trains giving way to them. 
Persons who yesterday were wan- 
dering through the wreckage clad 
in pajamas, bathing suits, bath 
robes or overcoats, today were out- 
fitted comfortably. 

The plea at all of the devas- 
tated towns was that medicines 
and money be sent in preference 
to bulky objects, heavy clothes or 
perishables. 

The West Palm Beach chapter of 
the American Red Cross asked the 
press to broadcast. an appeal for 
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Dead.

Rescue brielia? in Stricken Area 
on East Coast Put Toll 
There at 700 Lives. 
REFUGEES POURING OUT 
AS RELATIVES RUSH IN 


Sanitation Conditions Bad; 
Proportionately, Inland 
Towns Suffer Worst. 
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(By the Associated Press.) 
Leaving a iong trail of destruc- 
tion and hundreds of dead, injured 
and homeless, the tropical hurri- 
cane,, Which came out of the Ba- 
hamas Friday to race across south- 
ern Florida and along the eastern 
gulf coast, finally has blown itself 
out in southern Mississippi. 

With direct communication re- 
stored with the last of the isolated 
cities, Pensacola, it appears that 
there was no loss of life along the 
gulf, although the wind at times 
reached a velocity of 120 miles an 
hour, even greater than that which 
leveled towns on the southeastern 
Florida coast, leaving at least 400 
dead, 150 or more missing, 5,000 
injured and 50,000 homeless. 

Property damage in Pensacola 
was estimated at $2,000,000, while 
that at Mobile was less than half 
‘that .amount. Smaller towns in 
Alabama and Mississippi suffered 
some loss, and crops in the southern 
portions of those States were badly 
damaged. 

Navy Air Station Is Hit. 


A report sent from the naval sta- 
tion at Pensacola to the Navy De- 
partment at Washington told of se- 
vere damage to the naval air sta- 
tion at the Florida port. There 
were no details except that great 
damage was done to _ hangars, 
planes, houses and shops. Serious 
casualties among the naval person- 
nel was reported. 

The message added that the 
water and power systems supply- 
ing the naval air station were sus- 
pended, and possibly could not be 
put into operation for two weeks. 

Besides this message, another 
came out of Pensacola over a sin- 
gle wire of the American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co., which was oper- 
ated for a short time. The wind 
raged for fifteen hours from 3 a. m. 
Monday, attaining a velocity of 110 
miles an hour for four or five ‘hours 
and finally reaching a maximum of 
120 miles. 


Wharf Front Demolished. 


All the wharf front of the city 
was demolished and a number of 
craft in the harbor were damaged, 
but the extent of the damage was 
not made clear in a radio message 
sent from the coast guard cutter 
Tallapoosa to a wireless station at 
New Orleans. 

That there was no loss of life 

in the two big ports on the east 
gulf coast, Pensacola and Mobile, 
which bore the brunt of the terrific 
blow is regarded as remarkable, 
particularly in view of the dame 
age done to buildings and the up- 
rooting of trees and the leveling of 
telephone and telegraph poles. 
As relief and rescue work went 
forward in the Florida cities first 
hit, the list of dead steadily mount- 
ed and was expected to continue to 
do so as workers cleared away the 
wreckage of homes where scores of 
families were trapped. 


Identification Made Slowly. 


Identification of the dead was

Houseless and Ill-Clad Refu- 
gees Sought Refuge on Train, 
Traveler Asserts. 


MANY CAUGHT IN DEBRIS 
~ AS HOMES COLLAPSED 


L. Gibbon White Predicts-That 
Death List Will Grow as 
Ruins Are Excavated. 


Scenes of indescribable wreckage 
and ruin, and conditions among un- 
fortunate human beings that tran- 
scend the believable, were told yes- 
terday by the first arrivals in Wash- 
ington from the flooded and wind- 
swept cities of Florida. 

Besides the description of eye- 
witnesses, a letter, reciting in 
graphic detail the effaécts of a storm 
as seen from the first train that 
passed through the storm zone a 
short time after the wind had abat- 
ed, was received by Dr. William J. 
G. Thomas, 4800 Sixteenth street 
northwest, from his daughter, Mrs. 
Walter B. Long, of the Falkstone 
Courts here, who was en route to 
Miami Beach to visit friends. 

Mrs. Long wrote the letter on the 
slow moving train, and set down 
each circumstance as she saw: it at 
that time. She mailed the letter 
immediately on arrival at Miami. 

‘We are traveling in the path of 
the most terrible hurricane imagi- 
nabie,’’ Mrs. Long said, ‘‘and no 
matter what the reports are, they 
can not be exaggerated.”’ 


Refugees Crowd Tratn. 


The train, Mrs. Long said, co uld 
barely creep along a few feet, and 
then would have to stop to remove 
wreckage from the track, which 
consist of everything from tele- 
graph poles to parlor furniture. 

The train was crowded with ref- 
ugees, she said, some of them in 
nightgowns, others wrapped in 
blankets. Many had lost all they 
had, and some were injured and 
suffering. There was a mother and 
9-day-old baby on the train, she 
said. The victims were received 
aboard the train and taken to 
where they might find aid. A doc- 
tor on the train was rushing back 
and forth administering aid, she 
said. 

Many houses were blown down 
at West Palm Beach, she declared. 
But such towns as Deerfield and 
Fort Lauderdale were completely 
blown away. She continued: 

“‘Homes, stores, hotels, gasoline 
stations and everything are com- 
pletely demolished, and people are 
pawing over the wreckage to see 
what they can save. 


Town Completely Wrecked. 


‘“‘We are in Hollywood. The 
place is completely demolished. 
There is not a ‘building: which is 
not damaged to some extent. If it 
is standing, the roof is gone or the 
windows blown in or a corner 
blown off. 

“All along you can see people 
wading in the water looking for 
their belongings. Right where we 
voi now the tracks are under wa- 

paps 

The train arrived in Miami ten 
hours late, Mrs. Long said. In spite 
of the misery, she reported that the 
people exhibited a fine spirit. 

L. Gibbon White, Washington 
business man, told how the people 
of Miami stood helpless in their 
homes, awaiting whatever outcome 
was in store for them, with all es- 
cape cut off. 

“It was midnight last Friday,’’ he 
said, ‘‘when-.a wind that had sprung 
up began to blow with increasing 
violence. The gale became so strong 
that it seemed impossible for any- 
thing to stand. Trees were falling 
around the house and heavy crash- 
ing sounds were audible from every 
side. The roaring wind carried 
solid sheets of water.

hand. Hotels and other buildings, 
although roofless and windowless, 
were converted into temporary hos- 
pitals for the injured. 


Relief Efforts Are Pooled. 


Many agencies, Federal, State and 
fraternal, were pooling their efforts 
in relief work. The American Red 
Cross alone had raised nearly $1,- 
000.000 to succor the homeless and 
injured and other agencies were 
supplying funds for rehabilitation 
of the devastated regions. 

Medical and food supplies were 
being rushed to the East coast from 
Chicago, Jacksonville and other 
cities. Food supplies were going in 
large quantities, but the West Palm 
Beach chapter of the Red Cross sent 
oul an urgent appeal for tents, cots 
with bedding, oil stoves, clothing, 
candles, drinking cups, ° lanterns, 
camp stools, baby foods, bottled 
water, blankets and other necessi- 
ties. 

Airplanes carrying antitetnaus 
and antityphoid serums were rush- 
ing to the storm area in the hope 
that epidemics might be averted. 
Through most of the district sani- 
tary conditions were reported as bad 
particularly in the inland towns. 
These were damaged by the storm 
as it swept across Lake Okeechobee 
and on to the west coast, where 
some lives were lost and property 
and crop damage estimated at $16,- 
000,000 was caused. 

The outgoing stream of refugees 
was almost matched by an incoming 
deluge of relatives of residents of 
the storm swept district, who were 
seeking direct word as to the fate 
of loved ones. As a result roads 
down the east coast were congested. 

Proportionately, some of the in- 
land towns suffered even greater 
damage than did those in the 
playground of America” facing the 
Atlantic and the full fury of the 
hurricane’s first blast. Moore Haven 
practically was wiped out, as was 
Fort Lauderdale. 


Moore Haven Bodies Sought. 


The dead at Moore Haven was 
placed at 68, with the search for 
bodies still in progress, while the 
total dead at Fort Lauderdale was 
given ag 11, with 100 injured.

Largest Buildings Suffered. 


“In Miami some of the largest 
buildings are leaning. The struc- 
tures that withstood the wind were 
reinforced concrete and brick build- 
ings of the heaviest weight, and 
even these suffered. 

“The people who died are those 
canght in the destruction of their 
homes. My impression is that all 
the numerous stucco houses caved 
in, and I am inclined to believe that 
the casualty list is greater than re- 
ported, since it takes an excavation 
in each case to find people.” 

Bernard M. Degheri, of Jersey 
City, N. J., who passed through the 
city yesterday, was a guest at the 
Leamington hotel, near the Miami 
water front, during the storm. He 
declared that he had to stay with 
a great many other guests in the 
lobby of the hotel, since the win- 
dows had been battered in by the 
wind and water. 

Degheri, who was wounded with 
the American expeditionary forces 
in France, declared that the expe- 
rience was worse than any he had 
known under shel] fire. — 

He told how a theatrical troupe, 
caught in a building near the hotel 
that was on the point of collapse, 
tried to reach their hotel, but un- 
able to force their way through the 
wind, lay on their faces throughout 
the storm, with timbers and wreck- 


age flying above them.

Few Mobile Buildings Escape. 


Mobile, Ala., Sept. 21 (By A. P.). 
Property damage estimated at sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars, 
chiefly umroofed structures and 
water damage, and no loss of life 


was the result of a survey of Mo- 
bile today after a nineteen-hour 
battle with the tropical hurricane. 
daylight, a canvass of infirmaries, 
hospitals and undertaking estab- 
lishments failed to reveal a single 
death, and police and the sheriff 
reported that no loss of life had 
come to their knowledge. Only a 
few homes and business houses es- 
caped without damage. Roofs 
were torn off and shingles blown 
away, causing water damage to 
homes and furnishings. 

Many retail business houses suf- 
fered damage when leaky roofs 
permitted the rain to pour in on 
stocks. 

As an aftermath of the storm the 
wind had turned to the southeast 
this morning, and the tide, which 
reached a very low stage, was rap- 
idly coming back into Mobile bay 
and Mobile river. The water had 
reached the level with the city 
walls at 9 o’clock this morning and 
damage to cotton and other goods 
stored there was indicated. 

The wind, however, was rapidly 
abating, and by noon today weather 
bureau officials predicted a com- 
plete lull, with the tides resuming 
normal. This morning parties were 
being formed to visit exposed 
places on the eastern and western 
shores of Mobile bay. 


Byrd Pledges Virginia’s 
Aid to Storm Sufferers 


Richmond, Va., Sept. 21 (By A. 
P.).— Gov. Harry F. Byrd today 
wired Gov. Martin, of Florida, a 
message of sympathy on account of 
the hurricane disaster and pledging 
assistance of Virginia in relieving 
distress. 

In his statement the governor 
said he hoped all Virginians would 
contribute freely to the fund for re- 
lief work now going on in Florida. 


Wind and RainDamage 
Reported in Mobile 


(By Associated Press.) 

Advices to the weather bureau 
from Mobile, filed at 9:46 o’clock 
yesterday morning, reported wind 
and Train damage to Mobile, but that 
no great structures had been 
wrecked. A barometric reading of 
28.78 during the gale marked a new 
lgw record for Mobile. The message 
said outside territory probably 
would register considerable losses. 
The wind reached 94 miles an hour. 

The tide was somewhat threaten- 
ing at 9 o’clock, but the barometer 
had risen to 29.50 at 9:45. A 30- 
mile wind was blowing at 9 a. m. 
Gulfport reported a barometer of 
29.13, a southeast wind of 15 miles 
and a tide of 3 feet 3-10 inches, 
rising. 


TURK’S ISLAND FACES 
GRAVE LACK OF FOOD 


Storm Leaves 4,000 Home- 
less There and on Caicos; 


No Houses Undamaged. 


Grand Turk, Turks Island, Ba- 
hamas, Sept. 21 (By A. P.).—Four 
thousand persons are homeless 
and great property damage has 
been caused on Turk’s and Caicos 
islands as a result of the recent 


hurricane which swept from the 
West Indies across the State of 
Florida. . 

The government of the depen- 
dency today faced the problem of 
feeding the 4,000 persons whose 
houses. have been demolished and 
their means of subsistence wiped 
out. Their crops were destroyed 
and their small craft used in ‘‘con- 
ching’’ and sponging destroyed. 

The majority of houses have 
been laid flat and the debris blown 
away. Not a house escap.i caim- 
age and streets were turned into 
ravines. The whole waterfront has 
been changed. It was impossible 
to estimate the damage and with 
an exhausted food supply the situa- 
tion was considered grave.

(By A. P.).—A hurricane struck 
this city last night, killing about 
150 persons, injuring 500 others 
and causing damake estimated at 
$1,000,000. The lower part of the 
city was completely wiped out and a 
number of boats in the Parana river 
were capsized. 

In the most seriously affected 
district virtually all the buildings 
were destroyed, including two 
banks, two hotels and the customs 
house. The streets are blocked 
with debris and trees uprooted by 
the gale. Much damage has been 
done to docks. The power plant 
collapsed, plunging the city in 
darkness. 

Relief work was hurriedly start- 
ed notwithstanding the torrential 
rains and violent gale. Fourteen 
wounded have thus far been re- 
moved from the debris. The au- 
thorities have taken measures to 
prevent looting. Medical supplies 
and foodstuffs have been rushed 
here from other cities.

A. P.).—Coral Gables came through 
the hurricane with much less dam- 


age than first reported, J. P. Yoder, 
secretary of the Coral Gables Cham- 
ber of Commerce, declared today 
on arrival here from that place. 
“It was the outlying districts 
chiefly, where homeseekers put up 
their own houses, of wood, that the 
loss of life was worst,’’ Mr. Yoder 
said in a formal statement, issued 
in the name of Mayor Damniters. 
“There was not # single life lost 
in Coral Gables. Some large tem- 
porary structures, built several 
years ago, were unroofed. The 
beautiful landscaping of streets and 
parkways was badly damaged, but 
not irreparably; excepting for the 
‘towering Caribbean pines, some 150 
feet in height, that were. pulled 
from their coral rock bases, they 
can all be saved. And those houses 
which were damaged in the storm 
were damaged by the falling pines 
and great missiles which were lift- 
ed and carried to great distances 
by the wind. 

“The survey taken by Mayor 
Dammers and Col. O’Leary, presi- 
dent of the chamber of commerce, 
covered all of Miami Beach, Miami, 
Coral Gables, Hialeah and for about 
30 miles about Miami. 

“The world must be prepared to 
hear of a mounting toll of lives for 
several days to come, but it will be 
nowhere the figures first reported.”’

The message gave no details of 
property damage or loss of life out- 
side the naval reservation except to 
say that the main water supply had 
been interrupted and_ probably 
could not be restored fully within 
two weeks. No serious casualties 
among the personnel had been re- 
ported when the message was filed. 

“Storm of hurricane force,’ the 
message said, ‘‘recurred around im- 
mediate vicinity Monday forenoon 
and night,’causing great damage to 
planes, hangars, habitations, shops 
and storehouses, but naval hospitals 
suffered only minor damage. No 
serious injuries to any personnel 
have been reported. 

“Main water supply is-—inter- 
rupted by damage to bridge which 
suspends light and power as well as 
water supply. Possibly two weeks.” 


No Fatalities in Pensacola. 


New Orleans, Sept. 21 (By A. P.). 
No loss of life from the tropical hur- 
ricane which swept Pensacola yes- 
terday had been reported to the 
Pensacola naval radio station late 
today, according to a message re- 
ceived at the Algiers naval station 
here tonight. 

Commander A. J. McClure, of the 
Algiers station, said that although 
the naval hospital at Pensacola whs 
reported uninjured, many:of the 
seaplanegs use at the naval aerial 
training station there were smashed.

Gov. John W. Martin was in the 
heart of the storm-stricken area, 
lending his encouragement and as- 
sistance to the crews of reilef 
workers. 

Money for rehabilitating opera- 
tions is becoming a greater need 
than food and other supplies, the 
Jacksonville Red Cross chapter an- 
nounced. In response to an appeal 
from Sebring for funds to aid in 
the care of the Moore Haven refu- 
gees, $3,000 was forwarded by the 
citizens’ committee of Jacksonville. 

An airplane shipment of tetanus 
antitoxin, one of the pressing needs 
of the devastated region, left Jack- 
sonville this afternoon for Miami 
after a delay of 24 hours due to the 
breaking of a propeller when the 
plane landed upon its arrival from 
Richmond yesterday. A new pro- 
peller was obtained by Lieut. Bis- 
sell, pilot. 


Bread Lines Are Continued. 


Search for hurricane victims con- 
tinued throughout the day. A close 
watch was kept for bodies cast up 
from Biscayne bay and hundreds 
joined in delving into wrecked 
buildings for additional bodies. 

The McAllister hotel, largest of 
the emergency hospitals, was filled 
with storm victims. Many families 
still were broken up and hundreds 
of inquiries were received at city 
hall and other relief centers for 
missing persons. 

Bread lines were continued today 
and hundreds of persons were fed. 

The carpenters’ union yolunteer- 
ed its services free in repairing the 
homes of those unable to pay for 
the work. Lumber and other build- 
ing materials were contributed by 
several contractors «nd mill owners. 
Garage owners placed many cars at 
the disposal of relief workers and 
these were used in the work of re- 
habilitation. 

Several hundred children, sepa- 
rated from their parents, were sent 
to the White temple, and notices 
were printed in the papers calling 
upon parents and others.to visit this 
place and help in the effort of identi- 
fication. 


Banks Limit Withdrawals. 


All banks of Miami established a 
ruling that nobody’ should _. be 
allowed to draw more than $10. 
With their supply of cash running 
low many Miamians visited their 
grocers and laid in supplies of food 
on credit and no instance was re- 
ported where a grocer permitted a 
customer to go hungry whether he 
was able to pay cash for his food or 
not.

TRIP TO VIRGIN ISLANDS 
ENDED BY HURRICANE 


Small Motorboat, Which Left 
Here Month Ago, Wrecked; 
Party Aboard Safe. 


The defi of Louis Crosett, who 
started across the Atlantic ocean 
August 26 to the Virgin islands 
in a 50-foot motorboat, was met 
by the elements with the hyrricane 
which wrought death and destruc- 
tion in Florida. His little boat, the 
Advance, now is at the bottom of 
the Atlantic ocean. Mr. Crosett 
and his party are safe after the, 
wreck of their craft, at Kingston, 
Jamaica. 

The party started for the Virgin 
islands from Washington a month 
age and proceeded leisurely to Nor- 
folk and down the coast to Florida, 
arriving there September 10. 
‘“Shucks,’’ Mr. Crosett said on the 
eve of his departure, ‘‘any storm 
which would sink this little boat 
would sink a bigger one, and I 
guess we’re safe enough.” 

Word of the wreck and the safe 
landing of the party in Kingston 
was received here yesterday by 
cable by Mrs. Crosett at her resi- 
dence, 3902 Northampton street, 
Chevy Chase, but no details were 
given. One small, frail row boat, 
such as is used on calm _ river 
waters, was carried as a lifeboat.

One of the largest ‘‘catches”’ of

FEDERAL LAND BANKS. 


From Detroit comes a note of discord among 
the leaders of the American Association of 
Joint Stock Land Banks. It is claimed that 
the joint stock land banks are doing better by 
the farmers than the Federal tamds«banks, mak- 
ing larger loans and at better rates. The joint 
stock banks are voluntary associations per- 
mitted by the same law that created the land 
banks. 

, At the same time the officials of the Federal 


Aand banks claim that the farm loan associa- 


tions are the result of the successful operation 
ef the land bank system; and that the associa- 
tions have been able, under the law, to buy 
back much of the stock originally put up by 


‘the government when the land bank system 
‘was established in 1916. | 
. The associations in the sixth farm loan dis- 


‘trict, 


comprising the States of Illinois, Mis- 


‘souri and Arkansas, have been able recently 
.to acquire all the stock in that district owned 


‘by the government. 


The associations are 


‘owned and operated by the farmer borrowers. 


The Treasury made all initial investments 


‘in the land banks to get them started; and the 


-law permitted the associations to buy back the 


‘stock by forming joint stock associations, each 


‘borrower taking 5 per cent of his loan in stock

CONGESTION AT ST. ELIZABETHS. 


Basing its action on the plan of the veterans 
“bureau eventually to remove approximately 
‘800 patients from St. Elizabeths hospital, the

‘come the congestion in that institution. Such 
‘summary disposition of these estimates is un- 
fortunate. Obviously it will be a long time 
‘before the former service men now being treat- 
ed at St. Elizabeths can be evacuated in large 
‘numbers, and it is quite likely that many of 
‘them will never be taken elsewhere. 

' The enlargement of the institution was not 
‘sought primarily to provide against crowding 
‘caused by the great influx of afflicted war vet- 
verans. Dr. White repeatedly has urged expan- 
sion in order that additional quarters might 
1 prt for upward of 500 patients to re-

If this committee supports the conten- 
tion of Dr. White and his assistants the bureau 
of the budget may feel constrained to give its 
approval to some measure of expansion, if not 
its full approval of the program that has just 
been turned down. 


FONCK’S FATAL PLANE. 


. Two nations are aghast at the news of the 
sae ee That overtook the giant airplane 8-35 


in attempting to take off yesterday for a non- 


stop New York to Paris flight.. The two lead- 
ers of the expedition, Capt. Rene Fonck and 
Lieut. Lawrence W. Curtin, were barely able 
to save themselves. Charles Clavier and Jacob 
Islamoff, who were burned to death; were ex- 
tremely capable men. 

With a wing spread of 101 feet, driven by 
three’ 425-horsepower Gnome-Rhone Jupiter 
air cooled motors, the S-35 would have had a 
cruising speed of 100 miles an hour with its 
full load, and a cruising radius more than am- 
ple to complete the 3,600-mile transoceanic 
voyage. Every known safety and life-saving de- 
vice was included in its equipment. Two radio 
sets had been installed, not only to keep the 
public informed of the progress of the flight, 
but for the purpose.of picking up the elaborate 
weather and meteorological reports which had 
been arranged for. The radio compass was to 
have been depended upon to guide a straight 
course. ‘ 

Besides the usual parachute equipment, the 
S-35 carried in its body a life raft weighing 
three pounds, so small that when deflated it 
could be carried in a Boston bag. When in- 
flated, however, it became a huge floating 
doughnut, with a rubber floor in the center, 
sufficiently large to carry five men, and ab- 
solutely noncapsizable. The plane itself 
would have floated indefinitely, for not only 
would the emptied gas tanks have supplied suf- 
ficient buoyancy, but the fuselage also contain- 
ed a huge bag made of. rubberized fabric, 
which, when inflated by a small gasoline pump, 
would have become another pontoon. Each 
member of the crew carried a small life-saving 
water cup, described as a little mask or still 
which fitted over the mouth and nostrils. In 
the event that the plane had been forced down 
at sea, and the supply of liquid exhausted, 
each member of the crew would have slipped 
this mask over his face, and the mere act of 
breathing would have kept his body amply 
supplied with moisture. 

Apparently every known precaution to insure 
successful completion of the flight had been 
taken, but disaster overtook the initial take-off. 
At the end of the runway one of the wheels 
collapsed, the plane dropped into a depression, 
and burst into flames. Responsibility has not 
been fixed. Some observers allege that the 
plane was overloaded; others that the take-off 
was attempted in the face of an adverse cross 
wind. At best, with the plane destroyed, the 
investigations can be only partially satisfac- 
tory. Lessons will -be learned, however, and 
already it is indicated that another transatlan- 
tic flight soon will be attempted. 


TEACHING NAVAL SCIENCE. 


One of the chief difficulties faced by the 
country during the war was the s@arcity of 
suitable officer material for the army and 
navy. Over night, almost, the navy’s.need for 
officers rose from 4,500 to 40,000. A recent an- 
nouncement from Yale university shows that 
a lesson has been learned, however, and that 
steps have been’ taken to prevent a similar 
shortage. 

For the first time in its history, Yale is of- 
fering a course in naval science in order to 
“satisfy the ever-growing need of Knowledge 
in maritime affairs and to provide a means of 
efficient expansion of our naval forces in time 
‘of national emergency.’’ The classes will be 
conducted by officers of the navy, graduates of 
the Naval Academy, and the course will lead 
not only to a college degree but to a commis- 
sion in the United States naval reserves as well. 
Sixty freshmen already have indicated their 
intention to pursue the six-year course, five 
years of which will be devoted to basic work 
and the last year to advanced training. 

Navy cutters are provided by the govern- 
ment so that the students may gain proficiency 
in handling small boats under oars and sails. 
Motorboats will become. the laboratories in 
which the care and use of gas engines will be 
studied. Along with other equipment pro- 
vided by the Navy Department is a set of mod- 
els of old-time sailing ships, civil war vesselg,- 
cruisers and modern battleships. Since this 
work is to be given without sacrificing any of 
the regular academic courses, it should prove 
of exceptional value. _Provision of officer ma- 
terial, while vitally important, will not be the 

only accomplishment, for these groups of 
young men going out from year to year into 
the country, thoroughly schooled in knowledge 
of the navy, the~sea, ships ‘and the problems 
which their efficient operation entail, will be 
peculiarly well equipped to take their places in 
international, commercial and political life. 


WAS HE WASHINGTON’S SECRETARY? 


In the little vAlage of Dundee, N. Y., is the 
unmarked grave of a revolutionary soldier who 
reputed to have served Gen. ‘George 
Washington as his secretary, The name of the 
soldier as recorded in the history of the village 
was Isaac Andrews. Shortly after the close of 
the revolutionary war Andrews purchased a 
small property near Dundee. When he died 
his funeral, conducted under the auspices of 
the Masonic fraternity, of which he was a 
member, attracted people from great distances. 
The people of the county took pride in the 
belief that their soil contained the mortal re- 
mains of one who tad been for years in, close 
personal contact with the Father of His Coun- 
try. A stone was erected to his memory and 


grave decorated with flowers for many years.

patriotic societies and school children kept the. 


of Andrews, the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, who were charged with the duty of 
erecting the memorial, began an investigation 
into the alleged connectipn between Andrews 
and Gen. Washington. They hav never been 
able to ascertain that the soldier really did 
serve Washington in the capechty which he 
claimed. 

The search has been conducted in a more or 
less desultory manner for many years, but 
without success. The records of the Masonic 
lodge, of which Andrews was a member, were 
destroyed by fire, and those of the Presbyterian 
church with which he was affiliated have dis- 
appeared. It is believed that Andrews was 
not the real name of the man, and that he had 
assumed that name for unexplained reasons. 
In any event the grave is there; the original 
headstone has fallen and is covered with grass, 
and the D. A. R. chapter has $1,000 ‘still 
unspent. 


MR. COOLIDGE GIVES NOTICE. 


The most important piece of news from 
America for many days, so far as the league of 
nations is concerned, is the announcement that 


President Coolidge disapproves of thet plan de- 
vised by the world court committee at Geneva 
for inducing the United States to abandon the 
fifth condition of its adherence to the court 
protocol. The committee suggested that the 
United States should be advised that in the 
absence of any knowledge as to whether a ma- 
jority or unanimous vote is required to enable 
the league council to request an advisory opin- 
ion from the court, the fifth reservation should 
be approved with the understanding that the 
United States would have the same rights as 
those possessed by members of the league. 

President Coolidge has made-it clear that 
this plan does not meet with his approval. 
Therefore, the plenary conference of league na- 
tions will find that adoption of the committee 
report will not meet the situation. 

The fifth reservation provides that the court 
shall not entertain a request for an advisory 
opinion without the consent of the United 


States on any matter in which the United States_ 


has or claims an interest. The fact that other 
nations have surrendered their right to veto 
such requests does not interest the United 
States. The question is whether the United 
States shall surrender that right; and Presi- 
dent Coolidge says it will not. He has per- 
mitted it to become known that he has neither 
the power nor the disposition to modify the 
reservations made by the Senate. He holds 
that they are necessary for the protection of 
the United States. Any interpretation of the 
reservations which seeks to modify them will, 
of course, be unacceptable. 

The nations belonging to the league could 
amend the covenant, if they so desired, and re- 
cover| the right to veto an attempt by the 
league council to obtain advisory opinions by 
the court; or, better still, they could do away 
with advisory opinions altogether, and thus 
make the eourt in fact a tribunal of justice 
instead of a legal adviser of the league of na- 
tions. But if they should do this they would 
take away much of the control of the league 
council over the political affairs of the smaller 
nations. As the league was set up for the pur- 
pose of giving the great powers permanent 
control over the small nations, there is no pos- 
sibility that the covenant will be amended as 
suggested. Hence the world is witnessing an 
attempt at Geneva to draw the United States 
into the machinery that uses the world court 
as a means of fastening the grip of the great 
powers upon the affairs of other nations; and 
at Washington this attempt is frustrated by the 
stalwart refusal of President Coolidge to ac- 
cept any proposal to whittle away the fifth 
reservation.

Greatest Effort Centers on 
President’s Favorite in the 
ssenarsatitenai Race.

Executive heads of seven 
branches of the administration are 
making plans to assist in a speech- 
making barrage which the Repub- 
licans, through the medium of the 
joint congressional speakers’ bu- 
reau, are planning to throw into 
action during the last month of the 
campaign in so-called ‘doubtful’ 
States. 

Requests for national help in the 
form of speakers in this off-year 
election exceed in volume, accord- 
ing to attaches of the Republican 
national committee, the demands 
which are made in a presidential 
year. 

There can be no satisfying all of 
the demands, more particularly as 
none of the national leaders are 
prepared to take the stump until 
October. Under the circumstances 
the speakers’ bureau intends to con- 
centrate its efforts in the States 
where he Democrats are giving the 
‘greatest opposition. 

In addition to Herbert Hoover, 
Secretary of Commerce, who pledg- 
-ed his aid last week, the following 
high officials are awaiting the call 
to go on the hustings: 

Harry 8. New, Postmaster Gen- 
eral; Dwight Davis, Secretary of 
War;-James J. Davis, Secretary of 
Labor; Hubert Work, Secretary of 
the Interior; Col. William J. Dono- 
van, Assistant Attorney General, 
and Theodore Douglas Robinson, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. 


Pressure on President. 


Pressure for the services of these 
men is being brought on the Re- 
publican party from President Cool- 
idge on down. It was to obtain as- 
sistance of this sort that Senator 
Frank B. Willis, of Ohio, called at 
the White House, and a similar 
mission was at the root of all of the 
other pilgrimages which Republi- 
can candidates have made to the 
chief executive this summer. 

The President has, for the most 
part, it is understood, informed his 
callers that the distribution of cam- 
paign orators was a matter entirely 
in the hands of the speakers’ bu- 
reau; but in some of the more im- 
portant contests he is believed to 
have signified his willingness to use 
“‘good offices.’’ 

The States in which presidential 
interest has been shown are under- 
stood to be Massachusetts, Ohio, 
New York, Missouri and Colorado, 
where the contests involving the 
senatorial campaigns are especially 
bitter and the issue clouded in con- 
siderable doubt. 

The cream of administration ora- 
torical talent more than likely will 
be dispatched to Massachusetts, 
where Senator William M. Butler is 
encountering the strongest sort of 
opposition. The Coolidge adminis- 
tration does not intend to be beaten 
in the President’s home State, nor 
have the personal leader of the 
chief executive defeated if the serv- 
ices of a corps of “‘spellbinders’’ can 
carry the day. 


Battle in New York. 


New York is of almost equal in- 
terest and furnishes a field where 
Mr. Robinson and Col. Donovan, 
both personally popular and pos- 
sessed of large following, probably 
will find much to do. The rift be- 
tween the ‘‘wet”’ and ‘“‘dry’’ factions 
of the Republican party may re- 
quire considerable attention from 
these political experts.

Col. George Madden Grimes, 51 
years old, United States army, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday by sending 
a revolver bullet into his forehead 
while in the bathroom of his apart- 
ment at 1869 Mintwood place north- 
west. Coroner J. Ramsey Nevitt 
viewed the body and issued a cer- 
tificate of suicidal death. 

Col. Grimes had been suffering 
from a nervous disease longer than 
& year and was being treated at 
Walter Reed hospital. He had been 
on sick leave from the quartermas- 
ter general’s office, and at the ex- 
piration of his leave was to appear 
before the army retirement board. 
His wife, Mrs. Daisy Bennett 
Grimes, was taking the colonel his 
breakfast when he shot himself. 
He was pronounced dead by Dr. Ed- 
mund Barry. 

Col. Grimes rose from the ranks. 
He was born at Fort Myer, Va., in 
1874, the son of the late Brig. Gen. 
and Mrs. George S. Grimes. Col. 
Grimes enlisted in the Second Cav- 
alry 30 years ago. He saw service 
in the Spanish-American war and 
Philipine insurrection, and during 
the world war commanded the 
314th supply train of the 89th 
division.

BRINGS ENROLLMENT 
IN GAPITAL TO 3.070 


2,741 Increase in Students 
Reported Over Opening Ses- 
sion; Lower Than 1925. 


BURROUGHS’ PARENTS 
SEEKING CLASSROOM

Petworth Rolls Surprise to 
Officials; Americanization 
Classes Arranged. 


Additional enrollment in the pub- 
lic schools yesterday brought the 
total to 63,978 students in the 
graded and high schools. On the 
second day of the present school 
year, 2,741 were enrolled, but this 
year’s total enrollment of students 
is a decrease of 502 under the 
corresponding period last year, 
when 64,480 students were in at- 
tendance. 

Despite the fact that this year’s 
second day enrollment is lower than 
that of the second day last year, 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools 
Robert L. Haycock reported over- 
crowded conditions ‘‘in spots.’’ 

A noticeable drop in enrollment 
in the high schools was reported. 
High 
school this year is reported at 2,554, 
as compared with an enrollment of 
2,816 last year. This decrease was 
attributed to the fact that several 
thousand students are attending the 
Junior High schools, whereas for- 
merly they went from the eighth 
grades into the high schools. 


11,704 in High School. 


The total enrollment of the high 
schools was reported as 11,704, 
while that of the graded schools 
totaled 51,581. The first figure in- 
cludes those in attendance at the 
Junior High schools. 

The Third division, comprising 
schools in Petworth, Brightwood, 
Sauls addition and Mount Pleasant, 
reported the largest enrollment in 
the graded schools, with 6,033 stu- 
dents in attendance. 

Due to overcrowded conditions, 
with a threatened part-time fourth 
grade at the John Burroughs 
school, the John Burroughs Parent- 
Teacher association is making a 
determined effort to obtain rented 
quarters for the housing of a class- 
room of approximately two score 
pupils. 

The John Burroughs school re- 
ported a total enrollment of 484 
students, an increase of 62 pupils 
over the enrollment last year, when 
school officials reported an enroll- 
ment of 22 students in excess of 
building accommodations. 

An eight-room addition to the 
John Burroughs school will be ready 
for occupancy by next September, 
but meanwhile the Parent-Teacher 
association is faced with the prob- 
lem of obtaining suitable quarters 
for their children or suffering them 
to attend part-time classes. 

Assistant Superintendent Hay- 
cock declared yesterday that an un- 
expected increase in the enrollment 
of several schools was temporarily 
perplexing school officials, but that 
the matter would be remedied sat- 
isfactorily within a few days. 


Surprise at Petworth. 


The biggest enrollment surprise 
school officials experienced was that 
of the Petworth school kindergar- 
ten class, which reported an enroll- 
ment of 72 pupils. Other large 
enrollments reported at kindergar- 
ten classes were those of the Job 
Barnard school, where 61 children 
reported, and at the Truesdell 
school, where 89 children enrolled. 

The day classes of the public 
Americanization school, which 
opened Monday, have been so ar- 
ranged that adults, who wish to 
study English, or who are prepar- 
ing for naturalization, can come at 
a time that is convenient to them. 
The schedule provides for classes 
both in the morning and afternoon. 

Through the cooperation of the 
kindergarten department of the 
public schools it has been possible 
to organize special classes for 
mothers and to have their children 
cared for while the parents study. 
Attention is given in these classes 
to the specific needs of mothers, 
such as health, sanitation and care 
of children. 

The faculty for the full time 
school was announced yesterday as 
follows: M. E. Aiton, principal, 
L. O. Burroughs in charge of be- 
ginner classes, Mrs. H. C. Kiernan 
in charge of intermediate and vis- 
ual educational work, Miss D. J. 
Donnally in charge of _ special 
classes for women, Miss M. V. Ball 
in charge of field classes and Mrs. 
G. M. 8. McClintock in charge of 
citizenship classes

The President made known that 
although he knew nothing of the 
plan personally, he was interested 
in securing reasonable rentals for 
the Federal employes. Again declin- 
ing to make public the identity of 
the sponsor of the plan, Secretary 
Hoover said that the need for the 
apartments had been definitely es- 
tablished. It will be discussed with 
the sponsor and when everything is 
ready construction work will go for- 
ward without ‘‘dramatics,” he said. 

“T am not disposed to have any 
dramatics about this,’’ he said. 
‘‘When we are ready to move we 
will go ahead without any public 
announcement.” 

Questionnaires received from 
7,500 government employes have 
revealed that they pay between $24 
and $25 a month a room for rental. 
The project with which Mr. Hoover 
has to do would make apartments 
available at $12.50 a room. 

“There is no question of the need 
for the apartment construction 
now,’’ he said. ‘‘The need has been 
established.’’ 

In discussing the sponsor of the 
plan Mr. Hoover used the plural 
term, while he has hitherto re- 
ferred to a ‘“‘man of. standing in 
the community.”” He would not be 
drawn into a discussion of his rea- 
son for the change. 

The Commerce Secretary evinced 
pleasure when told that one large 
apartment house had reduced its 
rentals. If the cheaper apartment 
plan has done that alone it has 
done something, he said. 

The announcement at the White 
House that the President knew 
nothing personally of the plan con- 
flicts with reports from his summer 
camp, where it was understood Mr. 
Hoover discussed the plan with the 
President when he visited at White 
Pines. The government has noth- 
ing to do with the plan, however, 
Mr. Hoover said, except to encour- 
age any relief for government em- 
ployes.

pretation that the reservation gives 
the United States the same rights 
as members of the league would be 
to deny the plain and obvious mean- 
ing of the reservation, 


Relied on Senator Walsh. 


But it appears that the Senators 
who rushed the Swanson resolution 
of ratification through under the 
whip of cloture were without cor- 
rect knowledge as to what the court 
statutes were in the matter of vot- 
ing on advisory opinions. Senator 
Walsh had been to Geneva and made 
a study of the legal problem. Con- 
sequently his legal knowledge was 
relied upon and when he said that 
the fifth reservation simply gave 
the United States the same rights 
as members of the league, pro-court 
senators relied on his judgment and 
went ahead, little dreaming that 
the court members’ themselves 
would formally announce that the 
statute of the court did not require 
unanimity of voting in the league 
council, 


It was Senator Walsh who ex- 
plained the precise meaning of 
reservation No. 5 to the Senate, 
after cloture had been clapped on 
and the opportunity for discussion 
curtailed. After reading the reser- 
vation, Mr. Walsh said: 

“TIT apprehend that no one will 
object to that. That is simply a 
crystallization of the rule of the 
court as it now exists in relation to 
hearings upon requests for advisory 
opinions. 

“Under the covenant of the 
League of Nations, each of the 
great nations has a representative 
upon the council of the league and 
any one of them, therefore, because 
the council proceeds by unanimity, 
can prevent the submission to the 
court of any request for an ad- 
visory opinion, which. it does not 
want to have submitted. This gives 
the United Btates exactly the same 
power * + 


Lenroot Supported View. 


Senator Lenroot, leader of the 
world court battle, promptly arose 
in this memorable debate of Jan- 
uary 25 and said: 

‘“‘Mr. President, I desire to sup- 
plement what the senator from 
Montana has said in just one re- 
spect. The change in reservation 
No. 5 merely carries out and in- 
sures and makes permanent, so far 
as the United States is concerned, 
the rule of the court. * * # 

Senator Swanson had the same 
view. Reservation No. 5 simply 
gave the United States the same 
rights as those granted to members 
of the league, he contended. The 
fact that Senator Swanson has been 
conferring with league statesmen in 
Geneva during the discussions of 
the American reservations may, it 
is believed, account for the Geneva 
proposal to interpret reservation 
No. 5 as Senator Swanson inter- 
prets it, even though it be definitely 
decided that the wording of the 
reservation gives America special 
rights in excess of any rights en- 
joyed by league members. When 
Mr. Swanson discovered at Geneva 
that he and other procourt senators 


*thad wrongly understood the court 


statute, he naturally pointed out 
that the only object of the friends 
of the court in the Senate was to 
have the United States given the 
same rights as league members in 
the matter of advisory opinions, ac- 
cording to the general belief here. 


Reed Pressed for Vote. 


There were a few senators who 
understood from the first that the 
members of the council did not nec- 
essarily vote by unanimity and that 
reservation: No. 5 therefore de- 
manded special rights for America. 
But these senators, including Sena- 
tor Reed, of Missouri, were all 
against the court and maintained 
silence while enjoining each other 
to the strictest secrecy. However, 
it is noted in the debates of Janu- 
ary 25 and 26, that Senator Reed 
made efforts to rush reservation 
No. 5 through to a vote, that he 
himself called for the ayes and 
nays and that. he discouraged all 
discussion of it. 

But the curious situation result- 
ing from the Senate’s incorrect 
knowledge of what reservation No. 
5 really meant does not affect the 
President’s present stand, it is ex- 
plained. Mr. Coolidge apparently 
considers the reservation as a pro- 
tective measure for the United 
States and is not concerned in the 
league’s view of it. Whether league 
members are protected or not from 
advisory opinions is the affair of 
the league. 

According to the White House 
spokesman, the President believes 
the reservations speak for them- 
selves and feels that he has neither 
the authority nor thé disposition to 
change them. In other words, the 
President does not see how he 
could change them if he would, and 
he would not change them if he 
could.

VACCINATE AGAINST THE 
MEASLES. 


VIDENCE as to the advisability 
E of vaccinating against mentite 

continues to accumulate. Jt is 
well to know this just now b€cause 
we are in the midst of,a measles 
wave. The worst wave Since 1917 
started last winter, and @4ndications 
are that it will return Ahis coming 
winter and persist, first here and 
then there, for sever] months. 

New York ony has been giving 
the vaccination’ method a fairly 
extensive tryOut, and they are 
strongly conymitted to the efficacy 
of the vactijne, though the scant- 
iness Of tile supply has been and 
still is 4 f,reat drawback to its use. 

Drs. "ark and Freeman advise 
privat® practitioners of medicine to 
draw’ some blood from each of their 


COD alescent measles patients, and 
“> have it on hand for the purpose 
of vaccinating the children of their 
clients. The vaccine is nothing 
more than the bluvod or the blood 
serum of a person who has recently 
had measles. The dose varies from 
90 to 180 drops. It is injected. 

The vaccine, properly drawn and 
properly made, can be kept in an ice 
box for at least six months without 
losing its protective power. The 
blood need not be drawn within 
less than three months of recovery 
from the disease, and it remains 
potent -as a vaccine for several 
months. 


The complete protection lasts 
two to four weeks, but after that 
there comes a period of incomplete 
protection. During this period of 
incomplete protection a child ex- 
posed to measles will contract the 
disease in a very mild form. There 
will be little fever, say 100, with 
little or no eruption, little or no 
cough, and no unpleasant symptoms 
or danger of any kind. After one of 
these mild attacks developing dur- 
ing the period of incomplete pro- 
tection, the child remains immune 
to measles for life. Therefore, many 
prefer this method of vaccination to 
that in which there is a complete 
but a short-lived immunity. Some 
physicians use blood from persons 
who have had measles months or 


years previously, in order to get

Drs. Haas and Blum report an 
epidemic of measles in the Home 
for Hebrew Infants. In spite of 
difficulties, the children went 
through the epidemic with no 
deaths, almost no pneumonia, and 
almost no serious illnesses. In one 
epidemic several years ago twelve 
children died in the institution and 
many had pneumonia. In another 
six died in the institution and oth- 
ers passed away in a measles hos- 
pital to which they had been trans- 
ferred. 

This column has referred to this 
method before. The reason for an- 
other story is that another year’s 
progress has confirmed the previ- 
ous approval of the plan. Another 
reason is to give publicity to Dr. 
Park’s suggestion that every phy- 
Sician collect a stock of vaccine 
from his patients. 


ARTHRITIS DEFORMANS. 


E, S. P. writes: In one of your 
articles you mentioned arthritis de- 
formans. 

I have an enlarged joint on the 
third finger which at times is very 
painful, and the name sounded very 
much as though it belonged to it. 
I am worried because the other fin- 
gers often have shooting pains and 
soreness. I do not like to think that 
my hands must become completely 
deformed. 

What causes it? And is it not 
possible .to check it? Doctors whom 
I have consulted seem to Know lit- 
tle or nothing about it. 


REPLY. 

I-expect I am in the same boat 
with the other doctors. Thickening 
of the ends of the fingers in people, 
especially women 50 years old and 
over, is a form of rheumatoid ar- 
thritis. It is very common. It is 
supposed to be due to a mild, 
chronic infection from absorption. 
Among the supposed causes are: 
constipation, infected gums, infec- 
tion in the pelvis, infected gall 
bladder. 

These suppositions suggest cer- 
tain changes in habits or certain 
other treatment.

Dempsey’s’ affidavit against his 
former manager charged that: 

He had learned Kearns was an 
ex-convict, having served time in 
the Washington State penitentiary 
for a statutory offense. 


: HE revelation of Kearns’ 
z: alleged character made 

the man so repulsive to 
him that he could not tolerate 
further association. Mrs, Demp- 
sey, formerly Estelle Taylor, 
became so embittered at Kearns’ 
opposition to Dempsey’s mar- 
riage to her that Dempsey was 
compelled to break with Kearns 
for his own peace of mind, 

In addition, the champion and 
his attorneys declared the State of 
New Jersey has no jurisdiction in 
Kearns’ suit, as neither Dempsey 
nor Kearns is a resident of this 
State. 

Dempsey disclosed he has receiv- 
ed $50,000 in advange from Pro- 
moter Tex Rickard, but that this 
amount was in the nature of a loan 
and that Rickard holds his note for 
the money.

Gov. Pinchot 
Supports 
Fight 


Turns Down Moralists 
and Hopes to See 
Tunney Win. 


ARRISBURG, Pa., Sept. 21 (By 

A. P.).—Gov. Pinchot will 

not interfere with the Demp- 

sey-Tunney fight. Instead he will 

attend it himself and he hopes Gene 
Tunney will win. 

He so informed the Rev. Charles 
Scanlon, of Pittsburgh, general di- 
rector of the department of moral 
welfare of the Presbyterian Board 
of Christian Education, tonight in 
a letter refusing a request that he 
stop the match. 

The governor defended boxing as 
a sport and as it is conducted pro- 
fessionally in Pennsylvania under 
the present law and then summed 
up his own position in these words:

called upon the governor to take 
action to prevent the champion- 
ship match Thursday night.

Fight fans will spend in the 

neighborhood of $7,500,000 to 
witness the “boxing match” for the 
heavyweight championship of the 
world between Jack Dempsey and 
Gene Tunney, challenger, at the 
Sesqui stadium here Thursday 
night. This enormous amount will 
he made up of admissions to the 
fight, railroad transportation, hotel 
bills, incidenta! expenses and for ad- 
missions to moving picture houses 
showing the fight curing the follow- 
ing months. 

The attendance at the fight is 
variously estimated at from 130,000 
to 140,000. The amount recaived for 
admissions is expected to exceed 
$1,700,000. The fight is proving a 
bonanza for Philadelphia hotels. All 
the large hostelries have marked up 
their rates and many refused tv 
make reservations except for three 
consecutive days. 

The average rate charged ex- 
eeeds $15 a day a room. This de- 
mand has been given weight by the 

advent of 100,000 Odd Fellows, who 
are holding a grand lodge meeting 
here. Restaurants have been called 
upon to feed over 100,000 extra pa- 
trons as a result of the fight. 


EVERAL millien dollars 

S will be wagered on the re- 

‘sult of the heavyweight 
contest, and this total does not 
include the personal bets be- 
tween friends of sums ranging 
from $5 to $5,000. Taxicabs and 
other methods of transportation 
are reaping a harvest. 

To pay him for risking his title 
in the bout here Thursday night 
Dempsey is to receive $450,000 and 
an unnamed percentage of the 
gross receipts if more than $1,000,- 
000. Tunney is to receive a flat 
$200,000. 

Tex Rickard expects to seore the 
biggest triumph of his long career 
as a promoter of world champion- 
ship ring battles. 

If the fight satisfies the huge 
throng, Rickard’s prestige as a 
matchmaker will be without paral- 
lel. So far he has been lucky in 
arranging heavyweight champion- 
ship battles. The Johnson-Jeffries 
affair at Reno and Démpsey’s en- 
gagements with Willard, Brennan, 
Carpentier and Firpo all were 
money makers under Rickard’s di- 
rection, 

In selecting Gene Tunney instead 
of Harry Wills to meet Dempsey for 
the title once defended by Sullivan, 
Corbett, Fitzsimmons, Jeffries, 
Burns, Johnson and Willard, Rick- 
ard believed that the Marine had a 
better chance to win than the black 
man. Rickard also figured that 
Dempsey and Tunney would draw 
more money than. the champion’s 
winning fight with Carpentier. 

Tunney’s.popularity, due in large 
measure to his war record, that he 
was in France when the greatest 
fight of all time was going on evi- 
dently was in Rickard’s mind when 
he made the match. | 

A record ticket sale and the lars- 
est crowd ever seen at champion- 
ship glove fights or other sporting 
events proves Rickard’s judgment 
was correct.
